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REMARKS 

Claims 15, 20, and 22-27 are pending. By this Response, claims 20 and 25 are amended 
and claim 21 is canceled. Reconsideration and allowance based on the above amendments and 
below comments are respectfully requested. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 20 is objected to because, in line 4, the term "first" was misspelled. 
In response, claim 20 has been amended to overcome the objection. Accordingly, 
withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. $ 112 

Claims 21 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicants regard as the invention. 

Claim 21 has been canceled, and claim 25 has been amended to depend from independent 
claim 15. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Application in Condition for Allowance 

Claims 15, 22 and 26 are indicated in the Office Action as being allowed. Additionally, 
the Examiner indicated that claims 20, 23, 24 and 27 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the objection set forth in the Office Action.

In view of the above amendments, Applicants respectfully submit that all outstanding 
issues have been addressed. Therefore, claims 15, 20 and 22-27 are now allowable and the 
application is in condition for allowance.
